Senator Hartwell G. Crain 
(Rep.), Crestwood, said he is| 
opposed to increasing the tax | 
on county residents who are 
employed in St. Louis.

Louis voters to increase the 
rate would be “grossly unfair’ 
because county taxpayers 
would have no right to vote 
on the proposal, Crain said. He 
said county residents also 
would have no voice in the 
manner in which the money | 
would be spent. 

“I'm opposed to anyone hav- 
ing to pay taxes to two muni- 
cipal governments,” Crain said. 
“People in St. 
now have to pay enough taxes 
without taking on a bigger 
load. 

Kansas City Prevision. 


Senator Edward J. Keating, 
(Dem.) Kansas City, had in- 
¢orporated in the substitute 
bill a clause that would make 
it apply only to cities of more 
than 750,000 population “not in 
a county”. This could only 
apply t oSt. Louis. Keating 
said he wants to be certain the 


law will never apply to Kansas | 


City, which is part of Jackson 
county. 

Keating noted that Kansas 
City plans to annex additional 
areas. and that by 1960 its 
population may reach 700,000. 
Voters of Kansas City defeat- 
ed an earnings tax proposal by 
a four to one margin in 1956. 

It is doubtful whether the 
Senate could consider the 
earnings tax measure before 
next week. The Senate 
scheduled to begin work on 
the House-approved appropria- 
tion measures next week, and 
these bills will be given pri- 
ority. All other legislative mat- 
ters will be set aside until the 
appropriations bills are passed. 

If the Senate does pass the

earnings tax measure, it then 
must be considered by the 
House. 


Committee Nine to Two. 

The Senate Ways and Means 
committee, which had held the 
bill since Feb. 19, voted nine 
to two to recommend passage 
of the substitute, which fixes a 
new ceiling of four-fifths of 1 
per cent. The city administra- 
tion has sought authorization to 
levy the tax without any state- 
imposed ceiling so that the 
voters of the city could set a 
rate in an amendment to the 
city charter. 

It was estimated that the 
levy, with the limitation of 
four-fifths of 1 per cent of 
gross income of individuals and 
net income of corporations. will 
bring in about $14,880,000 an-

Tanner’s House Governmental 
Organization Committee had 
adjourned a five-hour hearing 
at 1:10 a.m. without reaching 
a decision on the proposed bill. 
Tanner had subpenaed 21 wit- 
nesses. Walsh supports the 
measure; Tanner's tactics were 
interpreted by Kansas City of- 
ficials as indicating he opposes 
it. 

“I had just waiked out of 
the committee room with my 
arms full of paper when some- 
body popped me in the mouth,” 
Tanner said. “By the time I 
saved my lower plate, I never 
did see who hit me. 

“There I was trying to con- 
duct a fair and impartial hear- 
ing and somebody slugs me. 
All this for $125 a month (‘a 
representative's salary).”’ 

Tanner was with several 
persons from Kansas City when 
he was struck. He said: “You 
might call it a hit and run 
case.’ He suffered a cut lip. 

Walsh,’ a St. Louis tavern 
operator who supports labor 
union interests, was said to 
feel that Tanner's attitude 
jeopardized possible salary in- 
creases for Kansas City police- 
men, firemen and other city 
employes.

A 2l-cent increase in the St 
Louis school tax rate was ap- 
proved yesterday in a special 
election by a Vote of 59,437 to 
35,072. 

Only a majority vote was 
needed to approve the proposi- 
tion, which was passed by a 
margin of 24,365 votes. 

The total vote of 94,509 was 
27 per cent of the 356,628 per- 
sons registered. This turnout 
was unusually large for an elec- 
tion of this type. In the school 
tax election of 1956, only 61.927 
votes were cast, 18 per cent of 
the registration. 

‘Vote of Confidence.’ 

Philip J. Hickey, superin- 
tendent of instruction, declared, 
“We view the vote ‘as a vote of 
confidence in .our St. Louis 
schools and in the objectives 
toward which we are working 
With this tax increase our 
schools can continue to move 
ahead and to keep pace with 
t 


he ever-increasing complexi- 
ties of the world which our 
school children of today will 
inherit.” 

The new rate of $1.51 on 
each $100 assessed property 
valuation received a majority 


in every ward except two, the 
Tenth and the Twelfth, both in 
south St. Louis. In the Tenth, 
the proposal lost by a 1818-to- 
1832 vote and in the Tweltth 
the vote was 3366 for, 3535 
against. Voters in the Thir- 
teenth approved the proposi- 
tion by only two votes, 2593 to 


2591, 
| The $1.51 rate ts expected 


to provide additional revenue 
of more than $3,400,000 in each 
of the next two years. The 
new rate will be reflected on 
this year’s tax bills and make 
funds available for the school 
year beginning July 1. 
Teachers’ Pay Increase. 


The money will be used to 
give 3200 teachers a salary in- 
crease of $200 a year each and 
to hire 64 new teachers in the 
coming year and an additional 
62 in the 1959-60 year. Addi- 
tional guidance counselors and 
clerks also will be hired and 
an educational research pro- 
grom will be inaugurated 

Pay rises previously sched- 
uted for about 2700 non-teach- 
ing employes also will be 
granted and an accelerated re- 
pair program will be under- 
taken by the school buildings 
department. 

The new rate had been in- 
dorsed by civic, business, labor, 
religious and educational Jead- 
ers of the community. The 
only organized opposition was 
expressed by the Real Estate 
Board of St. Louis, which ob- 
‘jected to 3 cents of the 2l- 
cent rise on the grounds that 
proposed additional expendi- 
tures of about $500,000 were 
not justified. 

Commenting on the results, 
H. Lee Bruns, who was chair- 
man of a Board of Education 
committee which recommended 
the $1.51 rate, said “the schools

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
19 — A substitute bill giving 
Missouri Highway Patrol troop- 
ers full powers of search and 
seizure was approved by the 
House Judiciary Committee in 
executive session today. 
Meanwhile, the house cut 
drastically the last of this ses- 
sion’s appropriation bills. Elim- 
inated were $600,000 for a 
nurses’ home at St. Louis State | 
Hospital; $350,000 for a swim- | 
ming pool at the University of 
Missouri and $113,420 for a} 
sanitary sewer at State Hospital 
No. 1 at Fulton. 


Representative Thomas D. | 
Graham (‘(Dem.), Jefferson City, 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, said final action on the 
substitute Highway Patrol 
measure, or on the Senate-ap- 
proved bill it would replace, 
was delayed until next Tuesday 
night, when the committee will 
meet again. 


The Senate-approved bill, 
giving troopers more search 
and seizure powers than they 
now have, was supported by 
Gov. James T. Blair in testi- 
mony before the committee last 
night. 

Explanation of Powers. 


The bill would give troopers 
authority to search and seize 
motor vehicles and trailers on 
any public highway, but it 
would require the arresting of- 
ficer to turn over the seized 
property “immediately” to the 
sheriff of the county in which 
the seizure occurred. 


Two amendments were sug- 
gested to the committee by 
Hugh Waggoner, superintend- 
ent of the patrol. One would 
remove the provision limiting | 
search and seizure to motor 
vehicles and trailers, and pro- 
vide that property seized be 
turned over to the sheriff of 
the county “without undue de- 
lay” instead of immediately.’ 

The second would strike from 
the bill a provision calling for 
dismissal of any trooper who 
abused the right of search and 
seizure. Waggoner Said he al- 
ready has the right to dis- 
miss anyone who abuses his 
authority. 

House action in cutting the 
ominous appropriation bill left 
only $246.480 in the bill for 
other purposes. As originally 
presented, the measure pro- 
posed a total of $2,505,048 for 
various purposes. This was cut 
$1.309.990 by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

Calls Items Not Needed. 

Today's action was by a vote 
of 84 to 22. on the motion of 
Representative Paul Berra 
(‘Dem.), St. Louis. He argued 
that the items cut are not of 
immediate necessity 

He was joined by Represen- 
tative George Young (Dem.), 
Fayette, who said they were “a 
conglomeration of warmed-over 


and half-baked proposals not 
urgently needed.” 
Earlier the House adopted 


a Senate-approved resolution 
calling for a study of the pub- 
lic school foundation program. 
On motion of Representative A. 
Clifford Jones ‘Rep.), Clayton, 
and by a vote of 58 to 58, the 
House added an amendment 
extending the scope of the 
study to include the work of 
county superintendents, 

The superintendents’ jobs in 
rounties having fully reorgan- 
ized school districts have been 
under fire in recent years as 
unnecessary. 

Study of Colleges. 


The Senate voted today to 
create a state commission on 
higher education to study oper- 
ations and policies of state- 
supported universities and col- 
leges 

The bill authorizing estab- 
lishment of the commission, as 
recommended by Gov. Blair, 
was passed 29 to 0. It now goes 
to the House. 

Purpose of the study is to 
determine if there are unnec- 
essary duplications of courses 
of study in the various institu- 
tions of higher learning, and 
to decide whether improve- 
ments can be made in their 
administration and manage- 
ment. 

A bill to increase the pay of

P) — Mystery writer Rex 
Stout, creator of the sedentary 
sleuth Nero Wolfe, told Con- 
gress today the nation’s broad- 
casters are getting away with 
murder.

Stout lined up with song 
writers, composers and others 
who have complained that 
broadcasters discriminafe in 
favor of musical properties li- 
censed by Broadcast Music, 
Inc., which is owned by broad- 


casters. 
| ‘Threat to Creativity.’ 


| The broadcasting industry, 
| Stout said, is abusing its pub- 
lic trust by “exercising censor- 
ship and arbitrary control re- 
| pugnant to the American tradi- 
' tion of freedom of expression.” 
He called it “a threat to crea- 
tivity and authorship.” 

“If so much of B.M.I. music 
were not lewd, suggestive and 
anti-social, my deep concern 
about the misuse of the power 
of the broadcasting industry 
would be equally vigorous.” 

He asid words, along with 
music, are esesntial ingredients 
for broadcasting. What can 
| prevent broadcasters from buy- 
|ing up book publishing firms, 
Maagzines and the like? he 
asked.

There was plenty of good 
will as the women, first a little 
shy, walked into the red-car- 
peted embassy and up the 
winding staircase to be greeted 
by Menshikov. 

Standing on stairs near huge 
pictures of Lenin and Stalin, 
the ambassador said_ they 
should decide whether to have 
tea first or see the film.

Ayres suggested “tea first.”

Periodically the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. and the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Bus Co. are permitted to in- 
crease fares, with the result that 
each increase causes a reduction 
in the number of passengers. 

This trend seems to be so firmly 
established that it should be evi- 
dent that some other measures 
must be taken to provide less ex- 
pensive public transportation. 

Some years ago two telephone 
companies operated here. Before 
World War II, Union Electric Co. 
manufactured and sold gas in the 
county and Laclede Gas Co. sold 
electricity in parts of the city. To- 
day there is one telephone com- 
Pany, one company distributing gas 
and one company selling electrici- 
ty, but two companies still operate 

*{n-the important transportation 
field. 


Surely the benefits of integra- 
tion now enjoyed in the other pub- 
lic services could in large measure 
be obtained from integrating the 
two transportation companies to 
provide a one-system service.

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Crisis for Billboards 

The Senate Public Works Committee has 
approved a m to control billboards 
along the new federal interstate highways. 
Within the next few days the Senate may de- 
cide whether 41,000 miles of roads are to be- 
come scenic parkways or billboarded alleys. 

This is the first time a bill to restrict road-: 
side advertising has gone so far in Congress. 
Last year the same Public Works Committee 
voted in favor of the billboard lobbyists, 7 to 
6. But this year the vote was exactly re- 
versed, with a new member, Senator Church 
of Idaho, casting the deciding ballot. 

Which committee members voted for the 
billboard blight? Who voted for advertising 
controls? The people who will pay for and 
drive on the new interstate highways have a 
right to know. Here is the vote:

As a result of this vote, the Senate has be- 
fore it a compromise of bills introduced first 
by Senator Neuberger and then, this year, by 
Senator Kuchel. The compromise retains 
the principle of each, which is that the Fed- 
eral Government would pay a bonus to states 
agreeing to meet federal standards in con- 
trolling billboards. But in this case the bonus 
would be one half of 1 per cent of the cost of 
the federal interstate highways in those states. 
The Neuberger bill had proposed three 
fourths of 1 per cent, the Kuchel bill a full 
1 per cent. 

The compromise would pay this bonus 
from the Federal Treasury rather than from 
the highway trust fund raised by highway 
use taxes. And it should be noted that the bill 
does not ban advertising signs altogether. It 
permits signs of convenience to motorists, and 
other signs in built-up industrial areas. 

Still the committee measure would protect 
most of the thousands of miles of new road- 
side from uncontrolled billboarding. It would 
prevent advertisers from seizing an unre- 
stricted opportunity given them gratis by the 
taxpayers who will pay for the new roads. 
This is too much for the billboard lobby. 

When Senate debate begins, probably early 
next week, Senators Kerr and Hruska are ex- 
pected to offer an amendment destroying the 
billboard controls. The public can expect to 
hear once more that billboards are beautiful 
objects which improve highway safety, and 
other whitewash for a scenic defacement. 

The real issue is the right of American 
motorists to enjoy the beauties of an America 
which will be opened up to them by the new 
superhighways. They will pay billions for 
that right, and the assorted oil interests, mo- 
tels, dentrifrice promoters and their adver- 
tisers will pay little to usurp it. 

Without a lobby to front for him, the aver- 
age citizen must make himself heard to his 
Senator. He will have to do so quickly. Other- 
wise, as his roads are built, the billboards 
will close him in, 


Food for Study 


Some of the students in noon classes at 
Columbia College, in New York, are eating 
their lunches nowadays while they listen to 
the professor’s lecture, and quite a little dif- 
ference of opinion has arisen about it, both 
among students and faculty. It is, in the 
opinion of some, merely a phenomenon of our 
busy times; while others say it is distracting, 
barbarous, and, in the opinion of perhaps its 
harshest critic, “swinish.” 


We suppose it may stem from the custom, 
prevalent in some households, of eating the 
evening meal while watching television. In 
some cases which we have been able to bring 
under observation, this feat is developed to a 
pitch of skill at which the practitioner not 
only is undistracted from his food by the 
television, but also is almost wholly oblivious 
of the food. 

Where it all will fetch up, we would not 
presume even to venture a guess. Complete 
absorption in a single occupation has become 
so much a thing of the past that anyone who 
suggests its possibility, much less its pleas- 
ures, runs the risk of being looked upon as a 
hopeless old fogey. We shall, nevertheless, 
nourish the secret hope that one day one pro- 
fessor at Columbia College will speak in 
words which so rivet the attention that every 
man jack with a sack will forget to open it, 
and will walk out not even remembering that 
he had forgotten. 


A Matter of Pressures 


President Eisenhower's firm backing for 
Secretary Benson, reiterated in his speech to 


, a Republican women’s conference, makes cer- 


tain a head-on clash with Congress if the 
House agrees with the Senate on freezing 
farm price supports. The President as good 
as told Congress in advance that he will veto 
such legislation if it reaches him. We think 
he should. 


The issue is the old one, fought out many 
times, between pegging the prices of major 
farm crops at a fixed level regardless of the 
supply, and pegging them at variable levels 
at the discretion of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture within ranges set by Congress. The 
price support system as such is bad enough, 
but it is worse when the levels of support are 
rigidly set by congressional log-rolling and 
bear no relation to the market conditions of 
each commodity. The only way to hold the 
system in reasonable balance is to give the 
Secretary of Agriculture some discretion to 
increase or reduce supports. 


It can be argued that farm price supports 
should not be reduced now lest this add fuel 
to the recession by further reducing farm in- 
come. Farm income, however, is getting to 
be such a relatively small part of national 
income that a slight change in price supports 
is unlikely to have a very large effect on the 
economy as a whole. 


Now as always, high and rigid price sup- 
ports cannot be justified by considerations of 
the total national welfare. They remain 
a special subsidy to a special group, main- 
tained by a combination of special political 

ures. 

Just how the pressures work was vividly 
illustrated in the Senate, which approved a 


bill to freeze price supports for all commodi- 
oe SS o * —— only on 
dairy products. reason t no single 
commodity bloc—corn, cotton, wheat, dairy 


or tobacco—has strength enough to put over 
its own bill, but when they all get together 
they can outvote the urban consumer and 
labor Senators. ; 

The House comes closer to reflecting the 
broad national interest than the Senate, where 
farm pressures are over-represented. And the 
presidency is the last resort. Mr. Eisenhower 
will be serving the welfare of the greatest 
number if he vetoes the price support freeze 
should the House adopt it. 


A Vote to Be Proud Of 


St. Louis has every reason to be proud of 
Tuesday’s vote in favor of a 21-cent increase 
in the school tax. At a time of economic 
recession and pervasive tax-weariness, the 
voters faced a more than ordinary tempta- 


tion to close their eyes to the facts and vis- 


cerally strike out against new taxes. But the 
factua] case for the levy requested by the, 
Board of Education was overwhelming. 

The voters—far more of them than usually 
turn out in schdol elections—decided to be 
governed by the needs of the school system 
rather than the wide and understandable 
urge for tax relief. 

In our opinion the Board of Education now 
owes the people a favor in exchange. Many 
voters put aside not only their reluctance to 
pay more taxes but honest misgivings they 
harbor about possible waste and extrava- 
gance in the non-instructional side of the 
school system. The Kearney report con- 
firmed those suspicions in many respects, 
and pointed out how substantial economies 
could be achieved. The Board has a moral 
obligation, we think, to tighten up the op- 
erational side of the system so that not a 
dollar is wasted. 

And the Board would be extremely well 
advised to steer clear of cohtracts with bur- 
glar-alarm firms hastily organized by Demo- 
cratic politicians for the purpose of selling 
something to the schools. 


For Time to Dig Deeper 


Representative Moss of California makes 
the suggestion that the House Commerce sub- 
committee suspend temporarily its taking of 
testimony in the investigation of the Federal 
Communications Commission and other inde- 
pendent regulatory agencies. 


« Were this suggestion to come from some 


members of Congress its purpose might well 
be questioned, but not so when it originates 
with Representative Moss. He was one of the 
few members of the subcommittee who 
strongly supported Missouri’s Representative 
Moulder when the latter was the embattled 
chairman. Moreover Mr. Moss’s record as 
chairman of the freedom of information sub- 
committee makes it clear enough where he 
stands on getting the facts about the public’s 
business to the public. 


Why then does Mr. Moss suggest a tempo- 
rary suspension of the hearings? To enable 
the subcommittee’ staff to work on the leads 
which it already. has and to develop new 
leads. The case of Richard A. Mack was but 
one of several which Dr. Bernard Schwartz 
listed when he was forced out as committee 
counsel and staff director. Since then sworn 
disclosures of Mack’s strange financial deal- 
ings forced him to resign under fire. More 
recent testimony indicates that some other 
commissioners may be in substantially the 
same boat. 

There is another reason for suspension of 
hearings. Dr. Schwartz’s successor, Washing- 
ton lawyer Robert W. Lishman, has been so 
busy trying to catch up that he has not yet 
questioned a single witness. He cannot com- 
petently direct future investigations into af- 
fairs of the agencies until he masters the 
present complex situation. But if there is a 
suspension, Chairman Harris will. need to 
reassure the country that it is for the ex- 
press purpose of producing a more thorough 
and effective investigation. Too much foot- 
dragging characterized the early days of the 
inquiry into these important regulatory bod- 
ies. Let there be no more of that. 


Case Not Closed 


A succinct comment on the injustice of the 
Oppenheimer case comes from the Army’s 
top missile expert, Wernher Von Braun. Tes- 
tifying before a House committee considering 
ways to strengthen science teaching, Dr. Von 
Braun said it was bad that the Government 
was deprived of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer’s 
services. “I think the British would have 
knighted him,” he added. 


This testimony comes from a scientist who 
served Germany in a war against us, but who 
is deservedly honored by this country. Yet 
Dr. Oppenheimer, an American who loyally 
directed development of the atomic bomb for 
the United States in the same war, was later 
declared a security risk by the Atomic Energy 
Commission on grounds of mere suspicion. 
He deserved honor instead. 


Where Responsibility Falls 


With a new fiscal year starting next month 
in the midst of an economic downturn, the 
future of city finances is precarious. About 
$6,000,000 in additional revenue will be 
needed to maintain present municipal serv- 
ices. If the money is not forthcoming, about 
2000 city employes—not covered by unem- 
ployment compensation — will have to be 
dropped. Hope of averting this lies in an in- 
crease in the earnings tax. ' 

Permission to raise that tax now depends 
primarily on the Senate, whose Ways and 
Means Committee rescued the measure in a 
9 to 2 vote after the corresponding commit- 
tee of the House had defeated it by 7 to 3. 
But the bills were not the same. 

The defeated House measure would have 
allowed the city’s voters to raise the earn- 
ings tax rate; it set no limit. The approved 
Senate bill sets a ceiling of four fifths of 1 
per cent (present ceiling is one half of 1 
per cent). 

The City Administration had pleaded for 
the city’s right to home rule, but also had 
indicated that a higher limit would be ac- 
ceptable as a last resort. After the House de- 
feat, it seems too late to hold out for the 
ideal bill. The issue now is to meet the city’s 
financial necessity. That calls for Senate 
passage of the best attainable bill, and House 
acceptance of it.

Big Decentralized Community Hopes to Become More Cohesive

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Japanese Change 
To Humans on TV 


NEW YORK, March 19. 
WHENEVER A WAR STORY opens, as did “The Sea Is 
Boiling Hot,” with Carlye’s quotation: “A battle may well 
be said to be a misufderstanding,” you can feel fairly 
certain that the last war has receded into history. If we 
are getting that detached, 
the last war has lost all 
passion and immediacy. 

As.the passions of war 
ebbed, it’s been ingterest- 
ing watching the Japa- 
nese change gradually 
ffom monsters to black- 
est villains to villains 

‘ with a spark of humanity 
to real human beings. And 
it’s an absolute rule of 
war drama that as the 
enemy becomes gradually 
more human, the Ameri- 
can troops gradually 
change. from _ shiniest 
heroes to heroes with a 
touch of villainy and fi- 
nally to bums. 

In “Bridge On the 
River Kwai,” which may 
be the best war picture 
to come along since the 
World War I pictures, the 

American played by William Holden is a great big heel imost 
of the time. In “The Sea Is Boiling Hot” there were only 
two characters, an American played by Earl Holliman and 
a Japanese played by Sessue Hayakawa, the 68-year-old 
Japanese who was a Hollywood film star way back in 1911 
when Ronald Colman was in knee pants. :

THE NICER GUY. 


Of the two Hayakawa was clearly the nicer guy. Next 
to him, Holliman was a whimpering adolescent who, first 
chance he gets, tries to kill Hayakawa. The Japanese 
repays this murderous gesture by yanking Holliman from 
a bog which threatens his extinction. That is the begin- 
ning of a beautiful friendship which winds up with Holli- 
man and Hayakawa going off arm in arm to an American 
warship. 

Simply because it was a reasonably adult view of a Japa- 
nese soldier, doesn't mean this drama had much in common 
with “What Price Glory?” It didn't. Still, it was an inter- 
esting essay in TV drama On a number of counts. 

FOR ONE THING, there were only two characters. For 
another, only one, the American, spoke English which 
made it pretty much an hour-long monologue. Hayakawa; a 
veteran silent film star, did all his acting with an almost 
inscrutable face, relying on his eyes alone, and ‘that was 
a tour de force well worth watching. Hayakawa, who is up 
for an Academy Award for his acting on “Bridge on the 
River Kwai,” is an actor of enormous power and subtlety. 


I applaud Kraft Theater for going clear to Japan to get 
him here for this role and also for doing anything so off- 
beat as a two-character play of this nature. It took cour- 
age and imagination and Kraft hasn’t shown much of 
those two qualities recently. Kraft is the last of the 
weekly live dramatic shows te come out of New York 
which once had a bundle of them, giving employment to 
#tors and writers and cameramen. Today the camera- 
men are photographing quiz shows where somebody 
guesses how much something is worth. The actors are 
looking for other work. 


However, the slow extinction of live TV drama in the 
east is driving the TV directors to other media which has 
been good for them and good for the other media. 


TV’S TOP DIRECTORS have been doing mighty well in 
the theater this: year. One of Broadway's biggest hits is 
“Look Homewark Angel” directed by Géorge Roy Hill, a 
TV: director who is best known for directing “Night To 
Remember” of the Titanic disaster. 

“Two For the Seesaw,” another big Broadway hit, was 
directed by Arthur Penn and produced by Fred Cole, both 
old TV graduates. Sidney Lumet directed the Academy 
Award nominee movie “Twelve Angry Men” and Alex 
Segall, another refugee from TV, directed the Peter Lind 
Hayes-Mary Healy hit, “Who Was That Lady I Saw You 
With?” And Robert Mulligan, who directed “The Bridge 
of San Luis Rey,” has just signed up to direct Speed Lam- 
kin's “Comes A Day” on Broadway with one of his 
“Bridge” stars, Judith Anderson. 

A year or so ago, it was the writers like Paddy Chayef- 
sky and Rod Sterling and Gore Vidal who were graduating 


from TV to the stage and the movies. This is the year for 
the directors to do so.

As 
Jerusalem begins to stir, 
early worshipers hurry to 
Solomon's Porch, there to 
,enjoy the magnificent 
view. They have no warn- 
ing that, below them, the 
band of men leaving the 
city by the Golden Gate 
are on their way to arrest 
the Messiah. The tenth in- 
stallment appears below:

THE NIGHT AIR was still. 
In the Garden of the Gethsem- 
ane, the leaves of the twisted 
little trees hung quietly. All 
along, there had beén some 
sounds coming from the early 
worshipers walking the Beth- 
any road to the temple; now 
there was no sound. If Jesus 
had looked up from the rock, 
He would have noted that the 
traffic in and out of the Gold- 
en Gate to and from the tem- 
ple had stopped. 

Inside the walls, Jerusalem 
began to come to life. On this 
night, it was common for fam- 
ilies to sleep four hours or less 
so that the joy of the Passover 
could be savored in sweet con- 
sciousness 

The Seder meal was over 
and, in homes all over the 
land, the closing words of the 
grace had been pronounced 
slowly, solemnly, fervently: 
“May the All-Merciful make us 
worthy of the days of the Mes- 
siah and of the life of the 
world to come.” 

The early worshipers hurried 
to Solomon’s Porch because 
here the senses could be made 
intoxicated with beauty. The 
view to the east on a clear 
night like this stretched over 
the top of Olivet all the way to 
the Mountains of Moab on the 
far side of the Dead Sea. Be- 
low were the city walls and 
Cedron and on the far side 
was the road to Bethany, etched 
like silver crayon in the dark- 
ness, and the deep green grove 
of olive trees around the little 
Gethsemane at the bottom. 


Somewhere behind the por- 
tico, musicians in snowy gar- 
ments sat to many harps and 
played the favorite psalms from 
now until the first pink shaft 
of daylight. Many a pious Jew 
stood on the porch that night 
and whispered: “God is indeed 
good to us!” 

Unless he was one who knew 
Jesus, his joy would not have 
been clouded if someone had 
told him that, within his vision, 
in that clump of small trees on 
the opposite side of the 
Cedron, one who called him- 
self the Son of God lay on a 
rock, sweating blood. It would 
not have stirred any interest 
in the pilgrim because, if the 
sufferer was really the Mes- 
siah, why was He not sitting 
inside the Holy of Holies in 
this very temple, instead of 
weeping alone on a rock? 

Besides, was it reasonable to 
suppose that the chief priests— 
who have knowledge of such 
things—would permit the Mes- 
siah to weep in a tiny Gethse- 
mane when they should be 
prostrate before Him? 

No. The pilgrim would have 
said wisely: “Let Him split 
the temple veil. Then I will 
believe.” And that would have 
closed the conversation be- 
cause everyone knew that the 
temple veil was the biggest, 
the heaviest. the most beauti- 
ful in the world and a true 
Messiah would perform such a 
symbolic act. 

From the great portico, many 
of the pious, looking down, 
must have seen Judas and his 
party leave. They left by way 
of the Golden Gate. It was a 
big, double-arched exit at the 
bottom of the wall below the 
temple, and the marchers, with 
torches and lanterns and 
swords and staves, must have 
attracted the attention of those 
above. 

More than that, there was 
certainly some speculation from 
the wall because this was a 
strange party to be leaving the 
city. No one had ever seen 
Pharisees marching with Ro- 
man legionnaires. And it is 
beyond dispute that the legion- 
naires had never marched with 
Sadducean elders. For each of 
these three groups had reason 
to distrust the other two. For 
the Pharisees, who proclaimed 
religious purity above all other 
matters, there were just two 
aspects to the world—Jewish- 
ness and non-Jewishness—and 
they would have nothing to do 
with the sight, smell, sound of 
anything or anyone non-Jewish. 

But neither did the Pharisees 
have much love for the priest- 
ly Sadducees, who represented 
the wealth and aristocracy 
among the Jews. The Pharisees 
were the progressives, the so- 
cially conscious commoners. 
Their attitude was that of out- 
raged piety and they had the 
ear of the people, who never 
tired of hearing them attack 
the elite and conservative 
Sadducees. 

In their turn the Sadducees 
made fun of the Pharisees, 
coining jokes and phrases at 
their expense. One of their 
“games” was to name the seven 
kinds of Pharisee, six of whom 
were bad Jews. 

First, the Sichem Pharisee. 
who was a Pharisee because of 
the business he could do with 
Pharisees; second was the 
Nipqi Pharisee, or “pussy-foot- 
er,” who hunched his back and 
shuffled his gait to show his 
humility; then there was the 
Bleeding Pharisee, who walked 
into walls with his eves closed 
so that he might not look upon 
a fair woman. 

The Pestle Pharisee was one 
who deliberately bent himself 
so far forward that he looked 
like the pestle in a mortar; 
then there was the Tell-Me-My- 
Duty-That-I-May-Do-It Phari- 
see, who wanted everyone to 
know that he had done more 
than his duty to Yawhe and 
could think of nothing else 
to do: the Pharisee for Love, 
which was intended to be an 


were Pharisees; and last, the 
Pharisee Through Fear, the 
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good man who was afraid of 
Yahweh's wrath. 

Jesus Himself had little use 
for either Pharisees or Saddu- 
cees. Of the Pharisees He had 
said: “All things that they com- 
mand you, observe and do, but 
do not act according to their 
works; for they talk but do 
nothing.” 

In the group marching on 
the Gethsemane there may also 
have been some Herodians be- 
cause Herod had spies every- 
where and trusted neither the 
priests nor the Romans to tell 
him of current events. They 
were not a political group, nor 
did they have any prestige 
among the politica] parties. 
They were merely lax Jews 
who supported Herod Antipas, 
who was, of course, Tetrarch 
of Galilee and a half-Jew who 
believed in himself. 

The oddly assorted band of 
Jews and Romans marched into 
the valley, and when the head 
of the column was near the 
bottom, Judas called for a halt 
and drew the leaders to him. 
He had an idea that, when they 
reached the oil press, they 
might see nothing in dim light 
except fleeing figures in white 
clothes. 


“The one I kiss,” said 
Judas, “that is He. Arrest 
Him and lead him away, care- 
fully.” The leaders of the 
raiders nodded. It was a good 
idea and it simplified mat- 
ters. They need not be trou- 
bled with running Apostles. 
All they had to do was to let 
Judas lead everyone to the 
man whom he would kiss. 


In the garden, Jesus got to 
His feet. His face was again 
serene in dignity. He walked 
back to the three Apostles and 
at once they sat up. Now, 
after His agony of human lone- 
liness, He révealed a Godlike 
compassion. “Sleep on now,” 
He said. “Take your rest.” He 
turned to walk away, and 
through the foliage He could 
see the many torches and lan- 
terns. He could hear the clank 
of metal shields and the mur- 
mur of many voices. 

After a time, Jesus turned 
back to Peter and James and 
John. “The hour has struck,” 
He said. “Look, the Son of Man 
is being betrayed into the 
hands of sinful men.” They 
looked up at Him dumbfound- 
ed. “Rise! Let us go. Look, 
My betrayer is close at hand.” 

The face and figure of Jesus 
were well lighted by the 
torches of the soldiers who 
had come to take Him prisoner, 
but no one in the armed band 
seemed to have the courage to 
walk into the little clearing 
where Jesus stood. 

At last Judas walked into the 
little open space and looked 
at Jesus. His eyes opened with 
feigned surprise and his mouth 
formed a smile. He opened his 
arms and hurried to the 
Messiah. “Hail, Master!” said 
the missing Apostle. The sight 
of him coming out of the 
crowd of temple guards and 
soldiers must have surprised 
the other Apostles, but they 
may have thought that it was 
Judas who had been arrested.

Listen While You Walk 


THUNDEROUS FOOTSTEPS 
are a dead give-away of a 
walk that’s far from graceful. 
Only soft sounds go with 
beauty. 

You may not be able to see 
your walking faults, but you 
can hear them. Listen while 
you walk. A clomping sound 
indicates that worst-of-all fault 
—knees locked stiff when they 
should flex. Legs must swing 
freely and rhythmically from 
the hip joints, but with little or 
no movement of the hips. 
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Try reviewing directions for 
the glide-walk that makes 
walking-movement perfection: 

Stand in your best posture, 
tilting the pelvis upward and 
pulling tall but with the knees 
relaxed. Lift the right leg 
slightly off the floor with a 
ball-bearing action in the thigh 
joint, and move the foot for- 
ward with toes pointing ahead. 
Make certain that the knee is 
flexed and that the major 
movement flows from the hips. 

Now place the heel lightly 


“on the floor, one foot-length 


pace ahead. As the heel 
touches the floor, roll your 
weight through the dead cen- 
ter of your foot until it rests 
on the ball of your foot, then 
grip the floor with your toes. 
Follow with the other foot in 
the same way and continue to 
move the feet on two parallel 
tracks about two inches apart,

Then the Roman legionnaires 
and Jewish temple guards sur- 
rounded Him and the march 
began back to the home of the 
high priest. The priests were 
well pleased. Jesus had mut- 
tered no incantation, had con- 
jured no balls of blue fire or 
brimstone to destroy all of 
them. This, of course, proved 
that He was no more a Messiah 
than they. Time had caught 
up with this faker, they 
thought.

As Caiphas watched the 
temple guards shoving Jesus 
roughly across the courtyard 
to the house of Annas, some- 
one drew his attention to a 
little man standing in the 
shadows.

Take 
him to the temple and give 
him the 30 pieces of sil- 
ver agreed upon.” 


The little man was hurried 
through the streets down the 
side of Mount Sion with no 
friendly words, into the little 
Tyropoeon valley and up the 
viaduct into the temple. There 
the ranking priests were told 
the wishes of Caiphas. They 
told Judas to cup both hands 
while they counted out the sil- 
ver. The small coins clinked, 
one on top of the other into his 
moist palms. His head nodded 
with the count of the priest 
until the number reached 30. 


Then, with deep thanks and 
proper bows of respect to the 
priests, he thrust the money 
into a bag and into his gar- 
ment. He had sold the Man 
Who had promised him life 
everlasting.
